Bush: U.S. ‘Addicted to Oil’ 


President offers modest initiatives in election-year address 


WASHINGTON I President Bush, pushing to 
take charge of the election-year agenda, said 
Tuesday that “America is addicted to oil” and 
must break its dependence on foreign sup- 
pliers in unstable parts of the world. 

In excerpts from his State of the Union 
address released before he was to speak. Bush 
also requested greater federal spending on 
basic science research and more money for 
math and science education. 

The president was to renew his commit- 
ment to the central pledge of his inaugural 
address. “Our nation is committed to an his- 


toric, long-term goal — we seek the end of 
tyranny in our world,” he said. “The future 
security of America depends on it.” 

The State of the Union address, required 
by the Constitution, is among the major politi- 
cal events of the year in Washington. Bush 
was scheduled to speak at 9 p.m. 

According to the excerpts. Bush discussed 
troubles at home and abroad and said the 
nation needs to strengthen its competitive- 
ness in the global economy. “The American 


economy is pre-eminent, 
but we cannot afford to be 
complacent,” he said. 

Hampered by huge bud- 
get deficits and the unpopu- 
lar war in Iraq, Bush offered 
modest initiatives to deal 
with soaring energy and 
health care costs and the 
nation’s dependence on foreign oil. His pri- 
mary proposal is to increase federal research 
into alternative fuels. He also was to push for 
construction of new nuclear power plants, (ap)

ATLANTA | Coretta Scott King, 
who worked to keep her husband’s 
dream alive with a chin-held-high 
grace and serenity that made her a 
powerful symbol of the Rev. Martin 
Luther King Jr.’s creed of brother- 
hood and nonviolence, died Tuesday. 
She was 78. 

The “first lady of the civil rights 
movement” died in her sleep during 
the night at an alternative medicine 
clinic in Mexico, her family said. 

She had been recovering from a 
serious stroke and heart attack suf- 
fered last August. Just two weeks 
ago, she made her first public appear- 
ance in a year on the eve of her late 
husband’s birthday. 

News of her death led to tributes 
to King across Atlanta, including a 
moment of silence in the Georgia 
Capitol and piles of flowers placed at 


the tomb of her slain husband. Flags 
at the King Center were lowered to 
half-staff. 

Coretta Scott King was a sup- 
portive lieutenant to her husband 
during the most dangerous and 
tumultuous days of the civil rights 
movement, and after his assassina- 
tion in Memphis, Tenn., on April 4, 
1968, she carried on his work while 
also raising their four children. 


She pushed for more than a 
decade to have her husband’s birth- 
day observed as a national holiday, 
achieving success in 1986. In 1969 
she founded the Martin Luther King 
Jr. Center for Nonviolent Social 
Change in Atlanta. 

The Rev. Jesse Jackson, who was 
withher husband whenhe was assas- 
sinated, pronounced her a “freedom

Woman on shooting

Authorities identified the woman 
as Jennifer Sanmarco, 44, of Grants, 
New Mexico.

New report comes as

VIENNA, AUSTRIA I The U.N. nuclcar 
watchdog agency said in a report 
Tuesday that Iran obtained docu- 
ments and drawings on the black 
market that serve no other purpose 
than to make an atomic warhead. 
Tehran warned of an “end of diplo- 
macy” if plans to refer it to the U.N. 
Security Council are carried out. 

The report by the International 
Atomic Energy Agency, ahead of

Diplomats pledge aid

LO N D 0 N I Afghanistan set out a plan 
Tuesday to tackle problems from 
opium production to corruption and 
terrorism, as envoys from more than 
60 nations pledged they would help 
the shattered nation along the road 
to peace and self-sufficiency. 

Dignitaries at the open- 
ing of a two -day conference on 
Afghanistan’s future spoke proudly 
of the country’s achievements since a 
U.S.-led coalition toppled the hard- 
line Taliban regime in 2001. 

But they agreed that with pover- 
ty widespread and violence flaring, 
it still had a long way to go. 

The five-year plan unveiled 
at the conference, dubbed the

3 wounded in attack;

BAGHDAD, IRAQ I A roadside bomb 
killed a British soldier Tuesday in 
southern Iraq, the 100th Briton 
killed since the war started nearly 
three years ago, while two German 
hostages were shown on a new 
video as kidnappers threatened to 
kill them if Germany doesn’t cease 
cooperation with the Iraqi govern- 
ment within three days. 

Elsewhere, police found the bod- 
ies of 16 young men in separate parts 
of Baghdad, and gunmen shot to 
death the wife and two sons of a 


Sunni Arab cleric north of the capi- 
tal in a series of apparent sectarian 
reprisal killings. 

Al-Jazeera television aired 
the videotape of the two German 
hostages and said the kidnap- 
pers demanded Germany close its 
embassy in Iraq and stop cooperat- 
ing with the Iraqi government. 

The British soldier was killed and 
three others were wounded Tuesday 
in the roadside bombing in Umm 
Qasr, near the border with Kuwait. 
The 8,000 -strong British contin- 
gent is based in the Shiite south, 
which is less violent than the Sunni 
Arab areas to the north where most 
of the 136,000 U.S. troops operate.

Putin Upbeat on 
Russia’s Progress 

President baeks NGO 
law, warns on Hamas 
at yearly press meeting 


M 0 S C 0 W I President Vladimir Putin 
had sharp words for his critics and 
stark reminders of Russia’s nuclear 
might at an annual news confer- 
ence Tuesday in which he sought to 
burnish his image as a competent 
leader at the helm of a great and 
fast-growing country. 

Playing to a crowd of about 1,000 
journalists in a nearly 334-hour ses- 
sion, Putin gave an upbeat assess- 
ment of his six years in office and 
a defiant warning against foreign 
meddling in Russia’s affairs. 

The news conference came amid 
growing concern in the West over 
Putin’s moves to curtail representa- 
tive democracy and tighten control 
over the economy and politics. 

Defending a new law that 
restricts activities of non-govern- 
mental organizations, Putin called 


NGOs an important check on the 
authorities but emphasized they 
must not be “governed by puppe- 
teers from abroad.” 

Dismissing accusations he has 
replaced Cold War nuclear strength 
with energy supplies as a lever of 
political influence, Putin quipped: 
“We still have enough missiles.” 

He went on to boast that Russia 
has tested new nuclear-capable mis- 
siles that he said can easily pene- 
trate any defense system. 

Putin called on the Palestinian 
group Hamas on Tuesday to engage 
in peaceful dialogue, but said that 
Russia’s position on the Middle East 
differed from that of the United 
States and Europe. 

Hamas should “refrain from 
extremist declarations, acknowl- 
edge Israel’s right to exist and put 
its contacts with the international 
community in order,” Putin said. He 
added that Hamas’ electoral success 
“dealt a very serious blow” to U.S. 
policy in the Middle East, (ap) 


Philippine Gunbattle Kills 18 Rebels 


SANTA IGNACIA, PHILIPPINES I 
Philippine troops, backed by rock- 
et-firing helicopters, killed at least 
18 communist rebels in a northern 
town Tuesday in their bloodiest 
clash in months, officials said. 

The gunbattle broke out before 
dawn in a thickly forested mountain 


area near Santa Ignacia town, when 
about 25 New People’s Army guer- 
rillas opened fire on approaching 
army troops, officials said.

Same-Sex Marriage 
Debate Starts in Md. 


ANNAPOLIS, MD. I An emotionally 
charged debate over whether same- 
sex marriages should be outlawed 
in the Maryland Constitution went 
before state lawmakers Tuesday, 
with conservatives pushing for a 
ballot question on gay marriage 
even as an appeals court weighs 
the matter. 

Before a packed room and doz- 
ens more waiting outside, the House 
Judiciary Committee began hear- 
ing testimony on a GOP proposal to 
amend the state constitution to ban 
gay marriages and civil unions. 


The legislature has considered, 
but not passed, gay-rights amend- 
ments before. The question is more 
pressing this year in the wake of a 
recent decision from a Baltimore 
County judge who sided with gay 
and lesbian couples who challenged 
a 1973 state law defining marriages 
as between men and women only. 

Republican Gov. Robert Ehrlich 
came out more strongly on the side 
of House Republicans by issuing a 
statement late Monday calling on 
lawmakers to vote on the amend- 
ment.

Greenspan presides 
over his last meeting, 
Senate OKs Bernanke 

WAS H I N GTO N I The Federal Reserve, 
in the last major piece of business for 
retiring chairman Alan Greenspan, 
pushed borrowing costs to the 
highest point in nearly five years 
Tuesday and hinted that another 
rate increase was possible. 

Shortly after the Fed’s rate 
announcement, the Senate — 
showing broad bipartisan sup- 
port — approved on a voice vote 
Ben Bernanke’s nomination to be

the 14th chairman of the central 
bank. Bernanke, 52, will be sworn in 
as Fed chief Wednesday morning at 
the Fed’s marble headquarters. 

That will make the historic 


changing of the guard at the Fed 
complete. 

Greenspan, 79, ends an 1834-year 
run, making him the second-lon- 
gest serving chairman of the central 
bank. He turns over to Bernanke 
an economy that is in good shape 
but faces challenges. 

In opting to boost the federal 
funds rate by one -quarter percent- 
age point to 4.50 percent Tuesday, 
Fed policy-makers said “the expan- 
sion in economic activity appears 
solid” even though recent econom- 
ic barometers “have been uneven.” 
Inflation, they said, remains a con- 
cern.

Ex-Enron Execs Deny Wrongdoing 


HOUSTON I Lawyers for former 
Enron Corp. chiefs Kenneth 
Lay and Jeffrey Skilling insisted 
Tuesday the men were guilty of 
no crimes, arguing the company 
was never infested with fraud and 
instead fell victim to a sudden cri- 
sis of market confidence. 

Lay and Skilling were pioneers 
in the energy trading industry who 
deeply loved their company.

Daniel Petrocelli, arguing for 
Skilling, went so far as to sug- 
gest 13 of the 16 Enron executives 
who have pleaded guilty to federal 
crimes were innocent but caved in 
to intense pressure from zealous 
federal prosecutors.

Wizards’ guard likely 
to be named a reserve 
for the All-Star Game 

WIZARDS I The naming of two 
Wizards as All-Stars last year 
was a mark of the team’s impres- 
sive 30-22 record at the time, and 
quick recognition through the rest 
of the league that the team was a 
true contender. 

This year, as Washington is yet 
to reach a .500 winning record, 
nothing is for certain in terms of 
All-Stars.

THE CUPCAKE SCHEDULE is paying div- 
idends for George Washington. 

Ranked in the top 10 for the first 
time in 50 years, the Colonials are 
staring at a one -loss season if they 
play up to their potential for the rest 
of their games. 

But we won’t know how good 
George Washington is until the 
NCAA Tournament. 

The best win on the team’s 
resume is a win over Maryland, 
which is an iffy proposition for 
March Madness at this point. 
Their only loss is to N.C. State on 
the road — nothing GW should feel 
ashamed about. 

When Xavier and Richmond are 
considered your toughest tests the 
rest of the way, you know you’re 
going to amass a lot of wins. That 
creates a high ranking and a level

Pimlico Hopeful for Racing 


Organizers confident 
Preakness will go on 
despite virus outbreak 

HORSE RACING I The home of the 
Preakness is eerily quiet this week, 
the result of a quarantine that has 
raised questions whether troubled 
Pimlico Race Course can regroup 
in time to host the middle jewel of 
the Triple Crown. 

An outbreak of equine herpes 
virus at the 136-year-old track forced 
three horses to be euthanized and led 
several states to ban the shipment 
of horses into or from Maryland. 
Although a horse was linked to 
the virus Tuesday at nearby Laurel 
Park, there have been no new cases 
at Pimlico since Jan. 19 and the track 
intends to lift the self-imposed quar- 
antine next Wednesday. 

But can Pimlico ultimate- 
ly replace the cautionary yellow 
tape currently surrounding sev- 
eral barns with the bright yellow 
Black-eyed Susans that symbolize 
the Preakness?

The Honda Civic Si 
is great for drivers, a 
pain for passengers 

The Honda Civic Si is the high-rev- 
ving Civic variant that drives like 
the result of an unholy congress 
between a Civic and a Cuisinart. 
The 2006 Civic sedan, by the way, 
was just named Car of the Year at 
the North American International 
Auto Show by an august jury of 
automotive journalists — many of 
whom bravely pushed away from 
the shrimp buffet to vote — and 
the entire Civic line also was voted 
Motor Trend’s Car of the Year. It’s 
safe to assume the Civic has some- 
thing going for it. 

One thing about Honda is that 
the company does not make safe- 
ty a pay- extra proposition. Front, 
front-side and side air bags are 
standard equipment on all Civics, 
as are four- channel ABS brakes. 
The company also has quietly devel- 
oped something called Advanced 
Compatibility Engineering, or ACE, 


which involves crushable structures 
in the upper front of the car to fend 
off blows from taller and heavier 
vehicles. This helps mitigate the 
knife-to-a-gunfight implications 
of driving a small car in the land 
of sport utility vehicles. 

The Civic has good bones. Yet 
the Si reminds you how great a 
distance can intervene between 
the two front seats, the difference 
between drivability and ride-ability. 
From the driver’s chair, the Si is an 
endless source of infantile thrills.

Movies made without 
Hollywood’s help win 
Oscar nominations 

NODS I “BrokebackMountain’Tedthe 
Academy Awards field Tuesday with 
eight nominations, among them best 
picture and honors for actor Heath 
Ledger and director Ang Lee. 

Also nominated for best pic- 
ture were the Truman Capote 
story “Capote”; the ensemble 
drama “Crash”; the Edward R. 
Murrow chronicle “Good Night, 
and Good Luck”; and the assas- 
sination thriller “Munich.” 

The Johnny Cash biography 
“Walk the Line,” considered a like- 
ly best-picture nominee, was left 
out of that category, though Joaquin 
Phoenix and Reese Witherspoon 
earned acting nominations. 

“Munich,” which had fallen 
off many awards analysts’ best- 
picture picks after a lukewarm 
reception, scored well with five 
nominations, including director 
for Steven Spielberg. 

“King Kong,” directed by “Lord 
of the Rings” creator Peter Jackson, 
earned only technical nominations, 
losing out in the major categories. 

George Clooney picked up three 
nominations: as supporting actor for 
his role as a steadfast CIA undercover 
agent in “Syriana” and best director 
and co-writer for “Good Night.” 

It was the first time ever that a

contender was honored with acting 
and directing nominations for two 
different movies. 

Philip Seymour Hoffman, the 
best-actor favorite for his remarkable 
embodiment of Capote, joined Ledger 
in the best-actor category. The other 
nominees were Terrence Howard as a 
small-time hood turned rap singer in 
“Hustle & Flow” and David Strathaim 
as newsman Murrow in “Good Night, 
and Good Luck.” 

The best- actress race presum- 
ably will shape up as a two -woman 
contest between Felicity Huffman 
in a gender-bending role as a man 
about to undergo sex-change 
surgery in “Transamerica” and 
Witherspoon as singer June Carter 
in “Walk the Line.” 

Also nominated are Judi Dench 
as a society dame who starts a nude 


stage revue in 1930s London in 
“Mrs. Henderson Presents”; 
Keira Knightley as the her- 
oine of “Pride & Prejudice”; 
Charlize Theron as a mine 
worker who leads a sexual- 
harassment lawsuit against 
male co-workers in “North 
Country.” 

“Brokeback Mountain” 
led a wave of independent 
films that scored big in the 
nominations, instead of 
the studio fare that nor- 
mally dominates the 
Oscars. Other than 
“Munich,” most big- 
ger-budget movies that 
had been on the best-picture 
radar, such as “Walk the Line,” 
“Memoirs of a Geisha” and 
“Cinderella Man,” were over- 


looked in the top Oscar category. 

The year’s biggest hit, “Star 
Wars: Episode III — Revenge of 
the Sith,” earned only one nomi- 
nation (for makeup); it earned no 
nominations for the visual effets 
Lucas’ Industrial Light & Magic 
helped pioneer, although the out- 
fit did work on two of the visual- 
effects nominees, “The Chronicles 
of Narnia: The Lion, The 
Witch and The Wardrobe” 
and Spielberg’s “War of 
. the Worlds.” 

Along with 
Lee, Spielberg 
and Clooney, 
other 
directing 
nominees 
were Paul 
Haggis for 
“Crash” and 
Bennett 
Miller for 
“Capote.” 
It’s the first 
time since 
1981 that 
the same five 
movies were nomi- 
nated for directing 
and best picture.

Prospectors increase 
efforts in anticipation 
of upswing in prices 

From offices in a Denver skyscrap- 
er overlooking the snowcapped 
Rockies, Newmont Mining is 
intensifying a global hunt for the 
next mother lode of gold. 

Spurred by rising prices, 
Newmont opened one gold mine 
in Nevada in December and plans 
to open two more — one in Nevada 
and another in Ghana — this year. 
Another in Ghana is on tap for 

2007. 

Other corporate prospectors 
are taking similar steps, dust- 
ing off back-burner projects and 
pouring more money into explo- 
ration around the world. They are 
moves that environmentalists decry 
as a threat to pristine habitat, air 
and water. 

“This isn’t just a conservation- 
ist issue; this is a human health 


to be a good period for some number 
of years,” Newmont chief executive 
officer Wayne Murdy said. 

Production is expected to be flat 
to slightly up in the next few years 
as companies complete regulatory 
and permit processes before start- 
ing operations, analysts and indus- 


try officials said. 

“Many of these projects, which 
were discovered in the mid-’90s or 
even earlier, were put on the shelf 
when prices drifted below $350. But 
these are the kind of projects that 
are coming back on stream,” said 
Bruce Alway, a senior analyst with

ing organization. 

“It also means people are going 
to be spending money on projects 
that were more advanced, or they’re 
going to fast-track stuff that they’ve 
got on the books,” he said.

Accuracy and detail 
the keys to images in 
National Geographic 

It’s a ferocious looking creature with 
razor-sharp teeth, leathery skin and 
enormous three -toed feet propel- 
ling it across a prehistoric landscape 
toward a herd of smaller beasts run- 
ning away in terror. 

It’s the giganotosaurus, a 42- 
foot dinosaur found fossilized in 
Patagonia and animated in the pages 
of National Geographic in 1997- 

“My job was to do a picture of 
him coming toward us,” said James 
Gurney, the painter who brought the 
towering carnivore to life. All he had 
on which to base the image was the 
creature’s bones and research done 
by the scientist who found them.

“It’s like wildlife art for time 
travelers,” Gurney said. 

The collaboration between art- 
ists and scientists has created some 
of National Geographic’s most vivid 
images, allowing it to illustrate what 
photographs cannot. 

Gurney’s giganotosaurus and 
other paintings that show historical 
events, cross-sections of insects and 
futuristic space travel fuse scientific 
discovery with fine art in “National 
Geographic: The Art of Exploration,” 
an exhibit on display at the Norman 
Rockwell Museum in Stockbridge, 


Mass., until May 31. 

“It takes a special breed of art- 
ist to be an illustrator for National 
Geographic,” said Stephanie 
Plunkett, the curator of illustrat- 


ed art. “There’s lots of collabora- 
tion between the researchers and 
the artists, and it could take over 
a year to get it right.” 

In “Surrender at Appomattox,” 



Tom Lovell was faced with having 
to make a picture based on histori- 
cal accounts of Robert E. Lee sur- 
rendering his Confederate army to 
Ulysses Grant. The generals met on 
April 9, 1865, but there was no pho- 
tograph taken of the event. 

When he painted the scene 100 
years later, Lovell studied other pho- 
tos taken of Grant and Lee from that 
time, and found out how their uni- 
forms would have been designed. 

He relied on eyewitness accounts 
and descriptions of how the room 
was furnished. The carpet’s color, 
the design of the desks and the loca- 
tion of the fireplace were the result 
of research, not artistic license. 

“It’s got to be accurate,” said 
Howard Paine, the exhibition cura- 
tor. “That’s the flag we fly under. 
The illustrations aren’t decorative or 
something for a kid’s book. They’re 
filled with details.” 

A 1996 article about a spider 
featured an illustration of the 
arachnid’s anatomy. Its organs are 
color- coded and vividly displayed in 
context of the spider’s body. 

“If you were to do a dissection 
and photograph it, it would basi- 
cally look like pudding,” Plunkett
